One of the num- 
ber—he has been with the Southern shops 
since iPttsburg was started—spoke for 
the crowd who will begin the enforced 
rest. this morning. 

“When 1 say that the order was a sur- 
prise to the men [| tell you the exact 
facts in the case. Still, among those 
who are in charge it has not been a 
surprise recently. We have ascertained 
this afternoon that some of these fore- 
men have been working for t&is order 
for more than a week. If they knew 
any reason for it, however, they have 
not yet givenit out. But among the men 
who are touched by the order as we'll 
as among their companions who still re- 
main in there is now an understanding, 
Recent legislation is the cause, And do 
you know there is not a man not hit by 
that order of today who feels that Mm 
has a certainty of a duy’s work. Ihat 
order which canse today may come again 
tomorrow-—-it may come at any time and 
when it does come we will then know, 
and not before who is next to be iet 
out.”

Deserted by its heartless mother, left | 
in. the road to die of exposure or be run | 
over by passing trains, a ten days’ old | 
baby boy was last night, about 9:45 
o'clock, found in the middle of the road 
near the culvert just north of Lakewood, | 
by Inspector Karl Watson, of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Electric Company, and 
County Officers Jordan and Cooley. 

The little one was handsomely dress- 
ed in lace-edged clothes of fine texture 
and was apparently in gs00d health and 
none the worse for its exposure, 

That the child was deserted by its un- 
natural mother or other relatives and 
that it narrowly missed death in the lake 
at Lakewood is certain. 
evidemtly been taken to the lake with 
the intention of being drowned and the 
tears and pleadings of a woman are the 
only things that saved it. 


The little one was brought to town, 
and after remaining for a short time in 
the starter’s office of the Georgia Rail- 
road and Electric Company, was taken to 
the police station. From that place it 
‘Was conveyed to the Home for the 
Friendless, where it will find a home. 

Plot to Kill Child, 

About 9 o'clock last night a young 
man who runs a refreshment stand at 
Lakewood noticed two men and two

The second spoke up and the word 
“drown” was plainly heard. 

Immediately one of the women began 
to plead and evidently beg that this he 
not done.

The women sepa- 
rated from the men and went up the 
trartks alone. 

The young man who had overheard 
snatches of the conversation informed 
the county officers on duty at the lake 
of what he had heard. They consulted 
with Inspector Watson and then walked 
up the track. Near the culvert they 
found the infant. 

Mr. Watson telephoned Starter Leach, 
at Marietta and Peachtree streets, who 
notified Officer Frey. Frey telephoned 
Captain Beavers, who came to the cen- 
ter of the city and. stopped all Lake- 
wood cars. <As no traces of the men 
and women were found it is. supposed 
they got off at some intermediate point 
and took another car into the city. 

When the quartet was standing in the 
ear pavilion prior to boarding a car for 
the city one of them was heard to say: 
“We want to take a West Peachtree 
street car.”’ 

Both women were dressed in black. One 
wore a light wrap and her hat contained 
pink ornaments. 

It is thought they reached the city on 
the 10:45 car and got off at Whitehall 
and Mitchell streets, as a party of that 
description was seen by pedestrians at 
that time.

If Bond Issue Is Defeated Increased 
Tax Rate Will Remain in Force 
tUntil Fands for Construc- 
tion of Court House 
Are Raised. 


Fulton county’s new courthouse, on 
which construction work will com- 
meéence within the year, will be started 
upon funds raised from direct taxation. 

To provide against the contingency 
of the bond issue being defeated when 
it comes up before the special election 
in October, the county board yesterday 
increased the tax rate of the county to 
6.5 mills. The new’ rate is 1.7 mills 
greater than that in effect last year. 

In case the issue of bonds is author- 
ized at the forthcoming special elec- 
tion, it is understood that a  corre- 
sponding reduction in the tax rate will 
be ordered next year, If the bond is- 
Sue is defeated, the increased tax rate 
will remain in force until the required 
funds for construction of the new 
courthouse, amounting to something 
over $300,000, have been collccted by 
the county. 

The increased tax rate brings the 
total taxation of property for state and 
county purposes up to a fraction over

It is becoming evident that our level- 
headed British cousins have a tolera- 
tly accurate conception of the politica] 
and-industrial ferment in this country, 
end of the “rich man’s panic” in Wall 
street that is giving rise to more or 
less sincere lamentations by the gen- 
tiemen who see themselves nipped at 
their own game, while the rest of the 
ccuntry plods on in. undisturbed pros- 
rerity. 

The following extract from The Lon- 
dcn Economist is a fdir specimen of 
the comment from across the water, 
elicited by the conditions to which 
reference has been made: 

The troubles which have developed 
in Wall street are not the result of 
governmental action, though there is 
little doubt that, in order to discredit 
the government, the rich ‘‘mailefactors” 
who have manipulated corporate 
wealth in their own interests have re- 
sorted to combined action which has 
had the result of accentuating the dis- 
turbances in the stock markets. 

It is hardly likely that these tactics 
will deceive anybody, andthe fact is be- 
ing moreand more appreciated that there 
will be no permanent stability in the 
| American stock markets nauntil either 
'the law or public opinion renders im- 
possible the. practices which have 
brought discredit on American finance, 
and inflicted grave injury on the com- 
merce and industry of the United 
States.

The Press and the Lyceum, 


The Springfield Union laments the 
passing of the old lyceum lecture SYS- 
tem, on the ground that it afforded 
the intellectual giants of a past. gener- 
ation the opportunity to give “think- 
ing people an insight into the im- 
portant problems of the day, “pointing 
out several nationa] reforms which it 
credits to this medium. In later days, 
declares our contemporary, the lyceum 
has degenerated into commercialism, 
the sole aim of which is to “entertain” 
the people—at a profit. 

We might, with some logic, take js- 
sue with the contention of The Union 
@s regards the’ deterioration of the 
lyceum, if the discussion of the sub- 
icct did not offer a more tempting 
theme—the increasing power of the 
press, both the dailies and their con- 
temporaries in the field of periodic 
publication, and the manner in which 
that power has been and is being 
wielded for the guidance of the public 
mind and conscience, 

In the days of the old-time lyceum 
the press had not attained that breadth 
Of scope and marvelous stretch of pop- 
war circulation that is its own today. 
People secured their information re- 
garding political and moral issues. 
piecemeal, and in sgch fragmentary, 
diluted or biased forms as afforded 
re adequate material for the forma- 
tion of-elear and righteous judgment. 

In an immeasurably : greater de- 
gree than today, public opinion was 
molded by a few men, and the public 
mind, responsive to the inculcation of 
bersonal prejudice even as it is 
at present, permitted itself to be 
led into. channels the boundaries of 
which were marked by the mental 
idiosyncrasy or predilection of the 
speaker. 

The reading public of today is con- 
stantly growing more independent in 
thought, and its corollary—action. 
Supplied abundantly with the data on 
both sides of every Issue presented 
for popular adjudication, it is learning 
to do its own thinking. It does not 
depend on the lyceum orator or the 
free lance publicist of the old day for 
it sopinions—ready-made. It is per- 
fcrming that very vital function for 
itself. It is true, of course, that public 
cpinion now, as then, is extremely 
capabie of being tinged by the person- 
al peculiarities and prejudice of the 
doctrinaire or the demagogue. Sweep- 
ing reforms are not wrought in a 
generation. 

Bat with the onward march of ed- 
ucation, and the widening of the prov- 
ince ‘of the press, it 1s growing in- 
creasingly difficult to misguide the 
popular thought or to bend it to the 
perverted purposes of unscrupulous 
politicians or questionable propaganda. 

Since, then, we enjoy today a vast 
augmentation of healthy individual 
trought and menta) independence, it is 
apparent that the deterioration of the 
‘lyceum, if it exists in a marked de- 
gree, is not without its compensations.

Mrs. W: C. Hartridge, formerfy of 
Savannah, put now a resident of At- 
lantan, is president of the association 
and presided at the meeting yesterday 
afternoon. When it is considered that 
ithe members of the association are 
women active in a profession which re- 
quires their undivided time, and that 
the meeting yesterday was called un- 
expectedly, it was remarkable that out 
of the members comprising the mem- 
bership of the asseciation thirty-eight 
responded, ang in thetr interest made 
the meeting one most inspirational and 
enthusiastic.

Above all, 
we need to remember that the success 
and usefulness of registration, in a 
broad sense, will be in direct propor- 
tion to the attitude assumed toward 
it by the individual nurse. 

“The consciousness of achievement 
has a reaction; it is self-satisfaction, 
stagnation, inertia—and herein lies our 
danger. 

“Because one statute has been put 
upon the statute books doesn’t mean 
that the responsibility of the associa- 
tion toward it ceases. It will be the 
duty of the state society to cooperate 
with and support the authority of its 
state board of examiners; to have the 
courage of its convictions as to re- 
porting nurses who hold certificates 
unworthy.

Urges High Standards. 
“We must assist in making it possi-: 


A 


ble for all nurses in the future to ac-. 
quire the requisite amount of theoret-. 
ical and practical training, by taking 
a lively interest in the training schools 
of the’state, demanding of them proper 
standards of instruction and suitable 
provision for the physical well-being 
of pupil nurses. To be to the public a 
body of women chosen, trained, dis- 
ciplined, and sifted like wheat; women 
who can be trusted to face unflinch- 
ingly “the peculiar hardships, difficul- 


ties and témptations of our work, and 


to give at all times the best that is, 


in them. Lastly, to build up and sup- 
port a spirit of absolute loyalty among 
its members, and to prove an unfail- 
ing innuence for good in every direc- 
tion into which it reaches.” 

Rules Governing Board. 


In reference to the qualifications 
necessary in members on the examin- 
ing board, Mrs. Hartridge explained: 

‘“‘According to the bill, these nurses 
must have had at least three years of 
active practice immediatelp preceding 
their appointment; must be in no way 
connected with Pay training school for 
nurses, and no two shall hold office at 
the sametime who have graduated from 
the same training school. While it is 
desirable that the board should repre- 
sent the different nursing sections of 
the state, it is of absolute importance 
that it be composed of women of force, 
education and experience, who, having 
a high sense of duty, will give to the 
work the necessary time and attention. 
It does not so much matter whether 
Savannah, Augusta, Macon or Atlanta 
is represented, but it does matter very 
much that the nurses nominated should 
be those who, by their fitness for the 
work, will reflect credit on the asso- 


ciation and the profession at large.” 
Resolution Passed.

Depression in Copper Stock Had a 
Most Marked Effect on Other 
Metal Stocks—Upward Ten- 
dency in the Rail- 
road Stocks. 


New York, September 12.—The unsettied 
condition of the stock market continued 
in evidence today with the disinclination 
ciearly marked between an upward tendency 
in the railroad stocks and decided depression 
in the copper stocks, with diminishing sym- 
pathetic effect most marked in the other 
metal stocks, but perceptible also in other 
industrials.

MANY SUMMER CRIMINALS. 
the Mercury Crawls Upward 
Crimes Increase in Number 
and in Horror. 
(From Answers.) 

As the mercury crawls upward from 
bulb of the thermometer, so do crimes 
violence increase in number and in horror. 

This is no theory. It has been proved by 
Carefully collected statistics. New York is a 
city where the difference between summer 
and winter temperatures is greater than in 
most large centers of population. In New 
York 28 per cent of a whole year’s murders 
and murderous assaults take place in July. 
In December these crimes fall to between § 
and 6 per cent. 

The same holds good ail over the world. It 
may be r@aembered that 1879 was a miser- 
ably cold year here in England. Murders, 
which had numbered 199 in the year 1877 and 
176 in 1878, fell to 158 in 1879. Again, 1880, 
another year in which the temperature was 
below the normal, had a record of only 157 
murders. 

A man does not hit his wife on the head 
with a chopper unless he has lost all control 
of himself, and nine times out of ten the 
state of the atmosphere is largely responsible 
for his sudden madnesg. We all know how 
fearfully trying to the nerves is one of those 
sultry, murderous days, when the sullen air 
is stagnant, and one pants in vain for a cool 
breath to ease one’s stifling lungs. Such 
weather lowers one’s vitality. One cannot eat 
With any appetite. One loses all sense of pro- 
portion, and what is a trifling annoyance 
when the air is cool and crisp and full of 
life-giving oxygen becomes, in time of great 
heat, an unbearable grievance. 

Such weather drives the lower strata of jpu- 
manity to drink, and those of epileptic ten- 
dencies to madness, and then come fearfuy 
outbursts of crime, causing readers of news- 
papers to shudder with incredulous horror. 
Dry heat is not nearly so injurious as damp. 
When the barometer is low and the ther- 
mometer high, then the policeman is at his 
busiest. In July last Germany—which, like 
ourselves, had experienced a cold and inclem- 
ent summer—was afflicted by a sudden heat 
spell, and a few days later the world was 
shocked by series of ghastly and inex- 
plicable murders of young girls. 

This is no new thing. In June, 1901, Mos- 
cow was visited by a sudden heat wave, and 
a similar series of purposeless outrages began. 
In one day the bodies of five school gir's 
were picked up. All were between 7 and 15 
vears of aze. In all, nearly twenty children 
were brutally murdered. It was the opinion 
that the murderer was an enileptic, whose 
weak brain was affected by the heat. Very 
probably he was quite irresponsible. He was 
never caught, 

There was the series of so-called Knapp 
murders at Hamilton, Ohio. The criminal— 
Alfred Knapp—killed his Wife and four other 
women. Each of these murders was commit- 
ted on a different day in the summer of 
1902, and each of these days was one on 
which the temperature ran to 80 degrees or 
above. After his conviction, the murderer 
confessed to other similar crimes. All these 
had been committed during very hot weather. 

Suicide, like murder, becomes far more 
frequent in «great heat. A blacksmith who 
lived in Stratford, and who finally killed 
himself by cutting his throat during the 
great heat of Sevtember last, had attempted 
his own life on five diffefent occasions, each 
time in either August of September. 

The most famous murder of modern times— 
the shooting of Stanford White by Harry 
Thaw—took place on the night of Monday, 
June 26, last year. It was a hot evening, 
after a hot day, and some have attributed 
the culmination of Thaw’s murderous im- 
pulse to the heat. Another celebrated at- 
tempt at murder—the shooting at President 
Roosevelt by Weibrenner, in September, 1903—

_ Crimes of violence are far more frequent 
in hot countries than in cold ones. In the 
United Kingdom the yearly average of mur- 
ders is only 12 to every 1,000,000 of popula- 
tion; in Germany, whose summers are _ hotter 
than ours, it rises to 14; in France the aver- 
age is nearly double ours—namely, 28 per 
1,000,000. Come to the semi-tropical peninsu- 
las, which are exposed to torrid winds from 
north Africa and the proportion runs up 
alarmingly. : 

In Spain there are 1,800 murders yearly, or 
105 per 1,000,000 of population; while Italy 
possesses the unenviable record of 3,700 mur- 
ders a year, which works out at 184 per 
1,000,000 of population. 

One other proof--if more be needed—of ‘the 
extraordinary connection between hot weath- 
er and murderous crime is afforded by the in- 
crease of criminality in white troops on for- 
eign service. Among our British regiments 
quartered in India the ratio of assaults is far 
higher than among the same troops when 
quartered at home, and among the Germans 
in German Africa the proportion of crime is 
five times higher than among the regulars 
in German garrisons. One of the most ghast- 
ly crimes of modern times was the murder by 
torture of a half-breed named Keen at the 
hand of Prince Prosper von Arenberg, in 
command of troops in German southwest 
Africa. The details are too atrocious to re- 
peat, but at the trial a part of the defense 
was that the murderer was crazed by intense 
heat.
